All females offered that are three 
years old or older, must have pro- 
duced a living calf within one year, 
or show unmistakable evidence of 
being in calf at time of sale and 
every animal of either sex must be 
guaranteed a breeder. 


Every animal offered must be 
pledged to absolute sale, and every 
discovered violation of this rule will 
debar the offending consignor from 
the future privileges of the sale pa- 
vilion.

Progress in California ~ sy ricovp weattsteR 


In our tour through Northern California in the last 
few weeks, during which we visited some of the leading 
herds in the state, one could not help from being par- 
ticularly impressed with the great progress made in 
Holstein affairs in the last year. Qne of the best herds 
visited was that owned by D. O. Mills’ estate of San 
Francisco, Cal., which consists of about four thousand 
acres on the peninsula south of the Bay City metropolis. 
There are about six hundred head of Holstein cattle on 
this ranch, of which about 120 are registered cattle and the

rest grades. There were about 300 head of milking cows 
at the time of our visit and each had a separate card in 
the stable in back of her denoting the quantity of milk 
that she gave on one selected day in each month. By this 
method an accurate account is kept of the amount of 
milk that every cow gives in a year and the poor ones are 
weeded out from time to time. No cow was kept unless 
she proved to be a profit maker by the milk pail and the 
average of the herd was thus gradually raised from about 
18 pounds of milk to approximately four gallons or 32 
pounds per day. The herd, which is known under the 
title of Millbrae Dairy, is under the direction of Jesse 
Robb, the superintendent of the ranch, and his son, Harry 
F. Robb, who personally looks after the feeding and the 
official testing of the cows. The ranch is reached on the 
main highway about fourteen miles from San Francisco 
and is quite a show place for visitors, as both the auto- 
mobile road and both the electric and train roads run 
directly through the ranch and make the place very acces- 
sible to all tourists coming to the Bay region. In one 
respect the ranch is somewhat of a landmark in regard 
to climate, as it marks the extreme southern limits of the 
fogs which inhabit the city of San Francisco very fre- 
quently in the summer. When one starts south from San 
rancisco in the summer time one generally finds it quite 
cool and chilly in the town with a good wind blowing 
and a heavy fog enveloping the whole city. This condi- 
tion prevails until about 13 or 14 miles south on the 
Peninsula, when suddenly when one comes to the Mill- 
brae Dairy the fogs raise like magic and the warm heat 
of the sun forces one to doff his overcoat, while the wind 


is greatly tempered by the large number of trees which 
lie towards the ocean. It is altogether a different cli- 
mate than what one experienced only a few miles back 
in the city and nowhere in America, so I believe, is there 
a more complete change from a very disagreeable climate 
to one that is very near perfection. This last statement 
is to be taken literally, for while California, which is noted 
for- being the land of sunshine and climate, there is com- 
paratively little of the country where it does not rise to 
over 100 in the summer time, but at the Millbrae dairy 
it very seldom gets too hot in the summer time or too 
cold in the winter and it is probably one of the main 
reasons why there has been such remarkable records made 
in the herd in the last year. A large number’ of the rich- 
est people in San Francisco have made their homes just 
south of Millbrae in the town of Burlingame just to have 
this pleasant climate and escape fogs. A large part of 
the ranch consists of low hills on the western side to- 
wards the Pacific Ocean, on which the cattle are allowed 
to run and gather their feed. From the hills the land 
gradually slopes eastward down to the bay, about 500 
acres being farmed into hay, while over 1,000 acres con- 
sists of tidelands in the bay which will be very shortly 
reclaimed. A great deal of monéy has been spent trying 
to combat the mud evil in the winter time in the season 
of heavy storms, and large cobblestones have been 
brought in to pave the runways and the corrals so as to 
make it almost absolutely mudless during the entire rainy 
season,

The dairy has now been established almost sixty years 
and is one of the oldest in America, being founded in 
1857 by one of the early pioneers in California. About 
twenty years ago a start was made in the purebred line, 
when about ten Holsteins were purchased from Mrs. 
Burke of San Jose, and the present herd is all descended 
from these original purchases. One of the curious ar- 
rangements about the farm is that the milking barns are 
separated from the fields on one side by electric and steam 




























































railway tracks and from the hill pasture on the other side 
by the boulevard. After watching for a time the trains 
and electric cars coming by almost every other minute I 
began to wonder how the cattle all came safely over

every time, when Mr. Robb remarked that that was noth- 
ing as compared to Sunday afternoon in getting the cows 
across the boulevard when there was a regular stream of 
automobiles all the time and they would have to check 
up every once in a while to let the cows by. One of the 
great foundation cows of the herd is Sleepy Barillos of 
Millbrae, who recently completed the splendid records of 
30.88 Ibs. of butter from 678.6 lbs. of milk in seven days 
and 118 lbs. of butter from 2932 lbs. milk in thirty days at 
the age of eight years. Her great persistency is shown 
in the fact that although she freshened on March 18, 1916, 
she did not do her best until over two months after calv- 
ing, her best seven days commencing on May 20, 1916. 
She is almost a show cow in respect to individuality, hav- 
ing a great.depth and length of abdomen, being straight 
on the back and well carried out over the rump, while 
her milk vein development was quite remarkable and she 
carried a large square well set udder with teats placed on 
each corner. Harry Robb, who personally knew every 
cow and her habits, regarded her as his best cow and said 
he intended to send her south to breed to Mr. Tichenor’s 
bull, King Pontiac Segis Korndyke, whose first daughters 
are making such wonderful records and thereby obtain a 
future herd sire that would be placed at the head of the 
Millbrae Dairy. In our own personal opinion in regard 
to both breeding and records we picked out a son of her 
daughter Angelina of Millbrae of being more valuable, as 
she had just completed a record as a four-year-old of 31.86 
lbs. of butter from 449.1 lbs. of milk in seven days. This 
is the first and only instance in California of a cow and her 
daughter both making above 30 lbs. in seven days and if 
we should judge the future by the great capacity of the

daughter it would seem very probable that she would 
make over 35 lbs. the next time that she freshened.

The best producer on the farm as far as milk itself is 
considered is Sleepy Barilos of Millbrae, who produced 
729 Ibs. of milk in seven days or an average of over 104 
Ibs. per day and 3071.2 Ibs. in a month. Her butter records 
are 29.35 lbs. in seven days and about 120 Ibs. ‘in thirty 
days. She is another cow that is one of the long dis- 
tance kind, as she freshened on March 12, 1916, and did 
not come to her full milk until some time afterwards 
making but from 23 to 26 lbs. butter per week in the first

month and it looked like her limit has been reached. In 
her second month, however, she gradually increased in 
production until she was making over 29 lbs. of butter in 
a week, her best seven days being begun on May 20 or 
67 days after freshening. Another exceptional milk pro- 
ducer and one who looks like she will raise her record 
at the next freshening is Pure Gold of Millbrae, who 
made 25.02 lbs. of butter from 655.8 lbs. of milk in seven 
days, averaging 93.6 lbs. of milk per day for the week. 

One of the surprising features about the herd was the 
number of old cows that were still milking in the dairy 
and paying a handsome profit at an age which in many 
ordinary dairies would be thought to be fit only for the 
butcher. A 13-year-old cow, Doloras De Kol Robinson, 
made 22.63 lbs. butter from 55.6 lbs. of milk in seven days, 
which is less than four pounds of butter less than the 
American record for a cow of her age, held by De Kol 
2d’s Alban De Kol of 26.58 lbs. With proper fitting and 
with good luck she should come close to the 14-year-old 
record of 25.24 lbs., held by Pietertje Queen Pauline Signet, 
at next freshening. A cow that would have probably even 
exceeded her record if she had been tested at the proper 
time is Dutchess Roxburghe, who made 20.48 lbs. of but- 
ter from 424.1 Ibs. of milk in seven days, commencing her 
record 79 days after calving, when long past her best 
period of production. An 11-year-old cow and still one of 
the greatest milkers in the dairy despite her advanced age, 
is Pertha Mechthildus of Millbrae, who made 595.3 Ibs. 
of milk and 20.27 lbs. of butter in seven days, 29 days alter 
calving. Another cow at the same age produced 19.57 lbs. 
of butter from 554.8 Ibs. of milk in seven days as an ll- 
year-old, making this record 96 days after calving. There 
is no herd in the United States perhaps that can show 
such great production for their aged cows at a similar 
distance of time after freshening. 

Among the other cows that have completed good offi- 
cial tests in the Millbrae dairy are Clxione of Millbrae, 
who made 23.09 Ibs. of butter from 537.9 Ibs. of milk in 
seven days as a four-year-old. Mimoroso of Millbrae, who

The 
average of the thirty-four head is 21,27 Ibs. of butter and 
514.6 Ibs. milk at an average Of 45 days after calving, 
which compares very favorably with any herd in America. 
One of the reasons for the splendid uniform records of the 
herd is the fact that nineteen ol the thirty-four A. R. O. 
cows are daughters of one of the former herd sires, Sar- 
castic Legislator. He is bred in some of the best old 
producing families, being sired by Legend of Sleepy Hol- 
low, who has three A. R. O. daughters, two of whom 
at the age of eleven and twelve years produced 19.99 and 
18.24 lbs. of butter respectively. He is a son of Sarcastic 
Lad, who has 34 A. R. O. daughters and 36 A. R. O. sons, 
including Colantha Johanna Lad, who has eight 30-lb.

daughters including the former yearly champion cow, Fin- 
derne Pride Johanna Rue. The dam of Sarcastic Legis- 
lator is De Kol 2d’s Alban Echo, who is a 16.69-lb. senior 
four-year-old daughter of De Kol 2d’s Alban, a son of old 
De Kol 2d. The prepotent qualities of Sarcastic Legis- 
lator are shown in the records of his 22 A. R. O. daughters, 
who average 20.26 lbs. of butter from 498.7 Ibs. of milk in 
seven days, the average for milk being the second highest 
of the breed for any sire with as many A. R. O. daughters, 
while the average for butter is also very creditable. 

The sires in service at the Millbrae farm are worthy of 
the cows, the eldest being King Pontiac Musa Netherland, 
who, as his name implies, is a son of King of the Pontiacs. 
His sire, as most breeders are aware of at the present 
time, has more 40-lb., 30-lb., 25-lb. and 20-lb. daughters 
than any other sire, besides having to his credit more 25-lb. 
and 20-lb. two-year-olds and more 800-Ib., 700-Ilb. and 600- 
lb. yearly record daughters. The dam of King Pontiac 
Musa Netherland is Musa Netherland De Kol, who is sired 
by Lord Netherland De Kol, who has 122 A. R. O. daugh- 
ters and 135 producing daughters, the last number which 
is unequalled by the daughters of any other bull, while 
the number of A. R. O. daughters excelled those of any 
other sire for some time until exceeded by King of the 
Pontiacs. The sire of King Pontiac Musa Netherland, 
King of the Pontiacs, who has 190 A. R. O. daughters; 
the sire’s sire, Pontiac Korndyke, who has 128 A. R. O. 
daughters, and the dam’s sire, Lord Netherland De Kol, 
who has 122 A. R. O. daughters, make a grand total of 
440 A. R. O. daughters or an average of over 146 A. R. O. 
daughters each for his three nearest sires. There may be 
another bull in the world whose three nearest sires have 
as many A. R. O. daughters, but there can be no bull 
whose three nearest sires have any more, for of these 
three bulls King of the Pontiacs holds first place, Pontiac 
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Korndyke second and Lord Netherland De Kol third place 
in respect to number of A. R. O. daughters. His three 
nearest sires also have a total of 180 A. R. O. sons and 
238 producing daughters, the number of producing daugh-

ters being not excelled by the three nearest dams of 
any other bull. King Pontiac Musa Netherland is a 
splendid individual, perhaps the best of the three herd 
sires on the place, being a large, deep bodied bull with 
a good masculine carriage and being carried out well 
on the back. His daughters were a very typy looking 
bunch of heifers with a lot of dairy quality and having 
every indication of making good records when they come 
fresh. The second herd sire is Rag Apple Clothilde 
Korndyke, whose sire is Rag Apple Korndyke, the senior 
herd sire at the Jenningshurst Farms in Pennsylvania. 
Rag Apple Korndyke is the sire of a 37-lb. and a 30-lb. 
cow and his sire is Pontiac Korndyke, who was the first 
sire to have eleven 30-lb. daughters or four 35-lb. daugh- 
ters, and his list of forty 30-lb. granddaughters exceeds 
that of any other- sire. The dam of Rag Apple Korn- 
dyke is Pontiac Rag Apple, who is a 3l-lb. four-year- 
old daughter of Hengerveld De Kol, who is noted for 
being the first cow to sell for $8,000. 

The junior herd sire, who was recently brought in 
from the East, is Beaver Dam Hengerveld Segis, whose 
sire, Prilly Segis, is a son of King Segis, the sire of nine 
30-lb. daughters and the grandsire of twenty more. The 
dam of Sir Prilly Segis is Prilly Princess, who made 30.44 
Ibs. butter from 491.8 lbs. milk in seven days and 111.01 
Ibs. butter from 1922.8 lbs. milk in thirty days as a senior 
four-year-old. She is a daughter of Prilly Princess, one 
of the great transmitting cows of the breed, who has 
four A. R. O. daughters with records of 30:44, 30.10, 29.20, 
and 24.91 lbs. of butter in seven days. She in turn is a 
daughter of Old Prilly, who is the greatest transmitting 
cow of the breed, through the female descent and who is

sons. The dam of Beaver Dam Hengerveld Segis is Fin- 
derne Hengerveld Mutual, who has a record of 23.79 Ibs. 

She is noted for 
being the dam of Finderne Mutual Fayne, who perhaps 
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is the greatest heifer in the world, making 25.68 Ibs. but- 
ter in seven days and 1200.63 Ibs. butter in a year, fresh- 
ening at the age of 2 years 3 months and 13 days, break- 
ing the world’s record in the junior two-year-old class 
by almost 300 lbs. of butter, calving for the second time 
at the age of 3 years 11 months 12 days she made 36.73 
lbs. butter and promised to break the world’s record 
in the senior three-year-old class for thirty days, when she 
went off her feed and was strangled to death on being 
forced to take some medicine down her throat.

The Grand View Stock Farm

When we meet people who have succeeded in their 
purpose of life, who have made the impossible—possible; 
who have fought the battle and won, we are promoted to 
regard them with respect—sometimes we are inclined to 
envy them in their success. 

The Grand View Stock Farms at Camden, N. Y., sev- 
eral years ago became the settling for the fulfillment of an 
ambition by three brothers, all with the same object in 
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BERYL WALDORF AGATHA, record at 1 year 10 months and 10 days, 
22.028 butter and 410.5 of milk. (World’s record for age.) 


view and all pulling together, viz.: to make a success of 
the Holstein business and to make a thirty-pound record. 
These three fortunate young men have had their ambition 
gratified, and it is our intention to describe briefly the 
methods of breeding, rearing and developing and testing 
that have enabled them to achieve such success. 

Lulu Pietertje Aaggie Mechthilde, Linden Waldorf 
Beryl and Sadie Netherland Barrington constitute the fe- 
males which represent the foundation steps of Messrs. 
Watkins’ climb to the 30-tb. cow. Lulu Pietertje Aaggie 
Mechthilde has a small record of 16.49 butter and 432.8 
tbs. of milk. Linden Waldorf Beryl has a three-year-old 
record of 18.02 butter, Linden Netherland Waldorf has 
19.12 ths. butter as a three-year-old, while Sadie Nether- 
land Barrington was never given an opportunity to dem- 
onstrate her ability in the official test. 

In addition to a good foundation of females, they real- 
ized that they must have a bull whose breeding repre- 
sented all that had been achieved by the veteran breeders 
in record making, selection, individuality, along with pre- 
potent producing strains. Therefore, much to the criticism 
of their neighbors, Veeman Butter Boy was placed at the 
head of the herd. He was sired by De Kol 2d’s Butter 
Boy 3d, the only sire in the world with thirty-three 30-tb. 
granddaughters, including one with 40 fbs. and four others 
above 34 tbs., one of which is the dam of K. P. Pontiac 
Lass, 44.18 tbs. His dam was Jessie Veeman C. with 20.38 
tbs. butter from 510.10 tbs. of milk, while her dam has a 
record of 25.25 ths. of butter in seven days. She is a 
sister, through her dam, to Jessie Veeman Hengerveld, 
the dam of Sir Veeman Hengerveld, one of four very 
greatest sires, with nine 30-tb. daughters. 

With such a firm foundation of breeding, all that was 
necessary was to grow the young progeny into large 
heifers that possesed vitality and capacity. As these young 


heifers came along they were given small a 
records and thus accustomed to the official teat a 
not forced. The next year they were again placed oan 
official test and as four-year-olds they were able to ne 
a name for themselves. The first one to freshen as : 
four-year-old, Linden Waldorf Beryl 2d, produced 30.77 
tbs. of butter from 579 tbs. milk in 30 days. She made 
112.01 tbs. of butter. Her dam, Linden Waldorf Beryl 
was one of the foundation cows. This heifer represents 
production and individuality. She carries an udder en- 
circled with large milk veins, which extend nearly to her 
fore legs. She has a fine silken hide and in every way 
looks capable of her great record. Linden Veeman Wai- 
dorf 2d as a three-year-old, made a record of 25.07 pounds 
of butter from 495.7 tbs. of. milk. Last winter as a five- 
year-old she made 31 tbs. of butter. Just to see what such 
animals were worth, Messrs. Watkins placed her in a sale 
and she was purchased by Stevens Brothers’ Company 
for $1100. These are only two of the many good daugh- 
ters of Veeman Butter Boy. He has the following with 
records above 20 fbs.:

This old foundation sire, of course, 
is no more, but he had ten daughters still in the herd. 

To breed on to the daughters of Veeman Butter Boy, they 
purchased a son of Sir Korndyke Pontiac Artis, who is a 
son of Sir Korndyke Manor De Kol and by that great daugh- 
ter of Hengerveld De Kol, Pontiac Artis, who made 31.71 
Ibs. of butter in seven days and 1076.91 Ibs. in one year. She 
has won more association prize money than any other cow in 
the world.

Her dam, 
Agatha Pontiac, for four years held the world’s four and 
one-half year old record with 36.90 and has only very recently 
given place to the new world’s record forty-four pound cow, 
Ormsby Jane Segis Aaggie. For two years Spring Farm King 
Agatha was the only bull in the world whose dam, sire’s dam 
and dam’s dam averaged 35 Ibs. of butter. This is still some 
average. Such a wonderfully bred animal ought to produce 
world’s record daughters, and he has. 

We are pleased to publish in connection with this a photo 
of Spring Farm King Agatha and his first tested daughter, 
Beryl Waldorf Agatha, that made at the baby age of 1 yr. 
10 mos. and 10 days 22.028 Ibs. of butter from 410.5 Ibs. of 
milk, with an average fat content of 4.298. This is the young- 
est heifer in the world to make over 22 Ibs. of butter, in other 
words, world’s record for age.

Am writing to ask you if you have found 
any connection between Abortion in cattle and 
udder troubles, garget, etc., and if so, if you 
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can suggest any help. For the past three or 
four years we have been wrestling with 
Abortion in our herd and were foolishly op- 
timistic enough to believe that with vigilance 
we could get the best of it and save some of 
the promising registered stock we were anxious 
for as a foundation, but time has proven dif- 
ferently. It keeps cropping out occasionally 
and most of all is the ruined udders. 

Last week a 20-lb. four-year-old due in No- 
vember, lost a heifer calf. She was nearly 
dry and after calving still only gave about 7 
Ibs. of gargety milk, still giving less and less 
and will lose all but one quarter am afraid. 

Two years ago an exceptionally promising 
heifer sired by a brother of King Hengerveld 
Aaggie Faynem gave birth to a calf only a 
few days ahead of time, but was followed by 
the characteristic discharge of Abortion and 
has always given gargety milk and has now 
lost all but one quarter. 

We feel that there must be a connection be- 
tween the Abortion and the udder trouble, as 
we never had had any before purchasing some 
registered cows from New York State. We 
have tried the carbolic acid treatment as 
recommended by leading veterinarians, also 
the methylene blue, as laid out by Dr. F. A.

Germs ofall descriptions work in 
connection with each other and often 
cause mix infection. They are act- 
ing mysterious in your case and ap- 
pear more stubborn than usual. You 
have not accomplished the good re- 
sults that others have. Many herds 
have more or less of this same griev- 
ance and in time entirely recover 
from their misfortune. It appears 
more passing strange that after using 
the treatment laid down by such au- 
thority as Doctors F. A. Rich and 
Williams, who represent the best last 
word in the line of germ treatment, 
should still have this trouble crop up 
sporadically. This fact makes it ap- 
pear positive that there is a missing 
link and in order to achieve entire 
success you will have to search vigil- 
antly for it in all directions. It is 
possible that you have in the herd 
an apparently healthy cow that har- 
bors and transmits the germs to 
others. Again, are you keeping the 
cows in too artificial or unnatural 
conditions? Do you give all possible 
aid to their recuperative powers in 
food exercise and sanitary conditions? 
Have you cleaned and disinfected ev- 
ery nook and corner of the barn? Do 
you burn or bury all afterbirths and 
waste? Have you any bad smelling 
places outside of your barn? Is the 
water and food the best? Absolutely 
pure? Think of everything and you 
will surely find the cause of this in- 
fection. It may arise from some 
cause the least expected—keep up 
viligance, as germs, like all other 
things, have a limit and by keeping 
after them you will find it. 

In regard to the treatment. Do the 
same as you have been doing to those 
that are coming in and when about to 
calve give the cow a perfectly clean 
disinfected stall. After calving give 
a douche and wash the hind quarters 
and bag with disinfectant. Inject in 
each teat a small quantity of ten per 
cent peroxide of hydrogen, milk it out 
again in haif an hour, dip each teat 
into a cupful of the same three times 
a day. Disinfect the hands before 
touching the bag. Read Sanitary Code 
good and you will derive much good 
from it in preventing the transmission 
of the germs that are giving you 
trouble. For garget when acute, give 
bi-carbonate of potassium one ounce, 
tincture of aconite forty minims in 
one pint of water. Give this dose 
every four hours the first day, after 
which give it twice a day as long as 
fever remains high. Remove the milk 
regularly, poultice bag with flaxseed 
meal, adding to poultice one-half 
ounce of extract of belladonna. Give 
the bowels and kidneys any help re- 
quired to keep them in good working 
order.

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The Best of Advice 


T is unfortunate if as reported, numbers of the Dairy- 

men’s League are resorting to violence in an endeavor 
to enforce their demands. Such action will prove detri- 
mental to their own cause. 

We do not believe that this is the way any officer or 
clear thinking member of the League would go about it 
to assure victory for the principles contended for by the 
League. President Brill says that disorder would be detri- 
mental and in response to a request for a review of the 
situation made the following statement to the World: 

“The milk situation is too complicated and unsettled 
to make a reliable statement. It is therefore best not to 
say anything at this moment. The producers must stand 
firm but any disorder would be detrimental.” 


The following editorial from the New York World 
throws considerable light upon the issue between the 
milk dealers and the producers: 

The issue between the milk farmers and com- 
panies is not of price, though it may move con- 
sumers to ask why the payment of 3% to 4 cents 
a quart to the producer and the advertised offer 
of a 4/10 cent advance justify selling at 10 and 12 
cents a quart. It is a ight for organization. 

Yet the great milk companies, themselves en- 
joying the fat profits of monopoly and the power 
of perfect organization, would deny to the farm- 
ers the right of business association! They have 
the nerve to talk of “conspiracy” when milk men 
propose such collective marketing as California 
citrus men, Oregon apple-growers and the butter 
and cheese makers of many states have used for 
years unquestioned. 

The farmers ought to have their own distribu- 
tion. It will not be easy to build up such a sys- 
tem, but nothing short of it is likely to be fair 
both to them and to the overcharged consumer. 


Co-operating for Development 


PROPER theme for discussion at this time is the 

problem of co-operation for the development of agri- 
cultural industry, particularly that very important branch 
of the industry that interests Holstein men—the dairy side 
of farming. The fact that the National Dairy Show is 
being held at New England, is evidence of the trend of 
public attendance toward some action that will lead to 
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better dairy conditions in that section. The numbers of 
inquiries regarding dairy animals that are received fror 
the Western and Southern States, coupled with the pos 
into these sections, illustrate very well, the awakening me 
terests in dairying there. 

Co-operation on the part of those who have the Cattle 
to supply these demands, that have been, and are bein, 
created, in any movement that will increase these oe 
mands, is essentially good business, we believe. We think 
it reasonable, therefore, to ask Holstein breeders to con- 
tribute to the great and good advertising campaign just 
being started by the National Dairy Council. This or. 
ganization has issued a prospectus called “Dairy Interests 
Must Get Together—This Book Shows How.” To a large 
list of prospective subscribers to the fund of $750,000 to be 
spent in three years to advertise milk and its products 
There is nothing that can be done by a non-partisan gen- 
eral board that will be of more benefit to Holstein inter. 
ests than this advertising campaign. We believe that the 
fact that the National Dairy Council is non-partisan and 
broad and general in scope, will add greatly to the value 
of what may be said in an advertising way. We believe 
further that with the Holstein advertising value that is be- 
ing done, the general advertising will be particularly for- 
tunate as to time. It is essential, however, that the Asso. 
ciation’s advertising be kept under full swing and that Hol- 
stein men should support the National Dairy Council's 
general advertising campaign. The combination should 
prove fortunate. 





Speaking of co-operation, the value of a little at-home 
work should be apparent to Holstein men also. Holstein 
men are fortunate in being engaged in a business that is 
at once pleasant and profitable. As Holstein men we are 
well able to assist in the development, in our immediate 
section, of a keener appreciation of Holsteins. We should 
do this not merely from a selfish motive, but from a de- 
sire to see our neighbor share also in the prosperity that 
always follows the Holstein cow. 

In an address delivered before the Secretaries of the 
Chambers of Commerce of this country at Cleveland re- 
cently, Secretary of Agriculture, D. F. Houston, had this 
to say: 

It was my fortune not many months ago to have 
an opportunity to speak to the Chamber of Com- 
merce of one of our thriving cities. I had made 
some study of its problems and progress. I had 
certain views as to its relations to the Surround- 
ing country and the direction of progress. Before 
speaking, I asked if some one would not tell me 
what made the city, and the answer came, “the 
back country,” and this I knew to be true. I then 
innocently observed that, of course, as prudent 
business men, they had taken steps to inform 
themselves of the needs and problems of the back 
country, of the best ways to foster a balanced 
agriculture and to promote its well-being, that 
their bankers had intelligent views as to the cred- 

its which should be extended and for what, that 

they had taken pains to see that good roads radi- 

ated into the country districts, and that they had 
assisted the farmers in solving their difficult prob- 
lems of marketing and distribution. I then asked 

if they would tell me what had been done; and a 

deep and significant silence pervaded the room. 

This is one of many experiences and could, I be- 

lieve, be dunlicated in many parts of the Union. 

That there should be a change, or that the change 

which is beginning to anpear should be rapidly 

made, I am sure you will agree. 


What, then, is to be done? Obviously, first of 

all. a new attitude must be assumed and a sense 
of responsibility, even on the hasis of enlightened 
selfishness, must develop. Business men and busi- 
ness organizations must join the other great ele- 
ments in society and become effective students of 
agricultural problems and efficient instruments in 
bettering rural life. The problems are exceedingly 
numerous and sufficiently difficult to tax the best 
thought of the best men of the Nation. 

The attitude for the owner of Holsteins to assume 
toward his neighbor who does not keep them, is clear. 
See that he gets started in Holsteins, even if a slight 
monetary sacrifice is necessary. The balanced agricul- 
ture, good roads, liberal credits, favorable market condi- 
tions, of which Secretary Houston speaks, will follow as 
surely as the Holstein cow gives milk. And the fact that 
she does is the reason for it all.

Holsteins at Ogdensburg 


The Holstein exhibit at Ogdensburg 
Fair was one of the largest and finest 
that has been seen there in several years. 

Five herds were on exhibition with a 
total of 125 animals. The largest ex- 
hibitor was Joseph Ross, of Rensselaer 
Falls, N. Y., with 46 head of large type 
animals, including several granddaugh- 
ters and great-granddaughters of Pon- 
tiac Korndyke, and Rag Apple Korn- 
dyke. Leon More of Lacona, N. Y., 
had about thirty head, including his son 
of Spring Farm King Pontiac, from a 
28-lb. daughter of King Segis Pontiac. 
R..M. Thompson of Heuvelton, N. Y., 
exhibited about 15 fine animals, includ- 
ing two sons of Rag Apple Korndyke 
8th, several granddaughters of De Kol 
2d Butter Boy 3rd and a large number 
ot great-granddaughters of Pontiac Pet 
and Pontiac Korndyke. L. E. Porteous 
of Lisbon, N. Y., was the largest win- 
ner, taking six firsts, three seconds and 
three thirds. A G. Doren of Ogdens- 


burg, N. Y., had only a small herd on 
exhibition, but its quality made up for 
the lack of quantity. Included in his 
exhibit was the son of the famous four- 
year-old, Lady Waldorf Pietje, the great 
Canadian heifer that holds the Canadian 
four-year-old record with 36.30 Ibs. of 
butter from 736.70 Ibs. of milk in seven 
days, 150.86 lbs. butter in thirty days 
from 3035.30 Ibs. of milk, and in sixty 
days 297.18 lbs. butter from 5648.20 
Ibs. of milk. The previous year, as a 
three-year-old, she made 32.12 Ibs. butter 
from 600.2 Ibs. of milk and 127.05 Ibs. in 
thirty days. This record is second larg- 
est in Canada. As a two-year-old she 
made 25.36 lbs. of butter from 520.30 
Ibs. of milk. She holds a world’s record 
for combined three and four-year-old 
records. Mr. Doren also exhibited sev- 
eral youngsters from this bull. 

The first class to be judged was the 
aged bull class, consisting of all bulls 
over three years of age, resulting in a 
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victory for Fairview Korndyke Lad 2d, 
a magnificent individual owned by R 
M. Thompson, and a son of Fairview 
Korndyke Lad, who was by Pontiac 
Korndyke and Pontiac Pet, 37.41 Ibs., 
and his dam is a 25-lb. three-year-old, 
Prize Jewel 4th. This makes two years 
in succession that this animal has won 
first place in this class. Second prize 
was won by L,. E. Porteous, while third 
was captured by Leon More. 

Joseph Ross won first in the two-year- 
old class with a grandson of Rag Apple 
Korndyke, later winning the grand 
championship with this same animal, Sir 
Pontiac Nanuet Korndyke. Second 
place was won by Leon More with a son 
of Spring Farm King Pontiac, from a 
28-lb. three-year-old daughter of King 
Segis Pontiac. Third position was won 
by A. G. Doren, with Lord Waldorf 
Pietje. 

In the yearling class, Leon More won 
first with a son of King of the Ponti- 
acs from a 27-lb. daughter of Daisy 
Veeman Hengerveld, a 29-lb. daughter 
of Sir Veeman Hengerveld. Second 
place was won by R. M. Thompson with 
a son of Rag Apple Korndyke 8th. 

In the bull calf class Porteous was 
first, Doren second with a son of Lord 
Waldorf Pietje, Leon More third with a 
grandson of King Korndyke Sadie Vale 
and a 30-lb. daughter of Sir Veeman 
Hengerveld, from a 30-lb. daughter of 
Karel Korndyke. 

With one exception the full aged cow 
class was the largest class, consisting of 
12 large milky Holstein cows. It was 
after much consideration that the judge 
finally gave Porteous first, Ross second 
and Porteous third. In the first four- 
year-old class, Leon More was first, 
Joseph Ross was second and Porteous a 
close third. More was first in the three- 
year-old class, Ross second and Thomp- 
son third. In the two-year-old class 
Porteous was first, More second and 
Ross third. Porteous came back for first 
in the yearling class and More was in 
both second and third positions. The 
heifer calf class consisted of 12 fine 
prospects for our future great milk and 
butter producers. First and second 
were won by More. Doren won third 
with a dandy daughter of Lord Waldorf 
Pietje. 

The exhibitors’ herd, which consisted 
of one bull two years or over, one cow 
three years or over, one cow two years 
and under three, one calf one year 
and under two, one heifer calf under 
12 months, was won by Porteous, Ross 
second, More third. The young herd 
consisted of one bull under two years, 
two heifers over one year and under 
two, and two heifers under 12 months. 
First was won by More, second by Por- 
teous and third by Thompson. 

First in dairy herd went to Porteous, 
second to More and third to Ross. Bull 
with two of his get was won by Ross, 
second by Porteous and third by More. 
The produce of one cow was won by 
More, second by Thompson and third 
by Porteous. 

The grand championship for best bull, 
any age, was won by Joseph Ross with 
his grandson of Rag Apple Korndyke. 
This was one of the finest individual 
bulls we have ever seen and possessed 
every desirable characteristic that we 
like to have a bull possess. In breeding 
he is just as high class as in individual- 
ity. His sire, Sir Pontiac Darkness 
Korndyke, has only three A. R. O. 
daughters, but they have completed rec- 
ords as two-year-olds which average

Suggestions for Eairy Rations 


For a 1,000-lb. cow, giving from 20 to 
25 lbs. of milk daily, the following ra- 
tions may be combined to give the 
proper nutritive ratio but they must be 
varied as to price conditions. 

No. 1.—35 Ibs. silage, 10 Ibs. mixed 
hay, 2 lbs. wheat bran, 2 Ibs. cornmeal, 
2 lbs. cottonseed-meal and 2 Ibs. glu- 
ten feed. 

No. 2.—35 Ibs. silage, 12 lbs. mixed 
hay, 2 lbs. wheat bran, 2 lbs. cornmeal, 
2 lbs. dried brewers’ grains and 1 Ib. 
cottonseed-meal. 


No. 3.—40 Ibs. corn silage, 15 Ibs. 
clover hay, 3 lbs. cornmeal and 1 Ib. cot- 
tonseed-meal. 

No. 4.—15 Ibs. corn stover, 12 Ibs. 


mixed hay, 2 lbs. wheat bran, 2 lbs. dried 
brewers’ grains, 2 lbs. corn-and-cob 
meal, 1'lb. oilmeal and 1 lb. cottonseed- 
meal. 

No. 5—13 lbs. timothy hay, 8 Ibs. al- 
falfa hay, 2 lbs. wheat middlings, 2 lbs. 
hominy chop, 3 lbs. dried beet pulp and 
1 lb. cottonseed-meal. 

The No. 1 ration is a standard all 
around dairy ration, and will give good 
results with the average dairy cow. The 
mixture of No. 2 allows two pounds 
more hay, but substitutes dried brew- 
ers’ grains for gluten feed. But these 
rations cost similar amounts and give 
about equal results. No. 3 may be best 
used where silage and clover are plenti- 
ful and is a good example of the pos- 
sibilities of a home-made ration that will 
pay dividends. On account of the lack 
of succulent qualities in No. 4, oilmeal 
is supplemented for part of the cotton- 
seed-meal and dried brewers’ grains in- 
stead of gluten feed. No. 5 leaves the 
corn silage out and uses timothy hay 
and clover, and is the least valuable ra- 
tion of all, and the most expensive from 
a milk-producing viewpoint——Earle W. 
Gage, Chatauqua Co., N. Y., in Ohio 
Farmer.

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How to Give Medicine 

The easiest way to give medicines in- 
ternally, either liquids or powders, is 
to mix the dose with some feed, but this 
is not always practical as the odor or 
taste may be such that the animal will 
refuse to eat or he may be too sick to 
eat. It is sometimes best to give the 
remedy alone so it will pass into the 
system quickly and act promptly. When 


this is the case the task may be done by : 


one of the following methods: When 
the remedies to be given are powders, 
mix them with lard, syrup or honey to 
a dough and roll into a cylinder an inch 
in diameter and about 2 inches long. 
If it is to be given to a horse, pull its 
tongue out as far as possible, then re- 
lease the tongue. 

Liquids are usually administered by 
the drenching method. Place the remedy 
to be given in a long-necked, heavy glass 
bottle, elevate the animal’s head and 
pour the liquid as far back into the 
mouth as possible. Never allow the 
drench to go through the nose for it 
is liable to cause congestion and kill the 
animal, 

Some of the instruments to have on 
hand are a good syringe which can be 
used in giving liquids, if the dose is 
small, and it is also useful in placing 
medicine in a deep cut or puncture; a 
small glass graduate for measuring 
liquids and also a small scale for weigh- 
ing powders; a small rubber hose to be 
used for injections of warm water and 
soap in cases of constipation in newly 
born foals.

land. While this importation aa 
tained some exceptionally high clas 
cattle, including the famous ¢o ’ 
Pietje 22d (31.6 lbs.), the only - 
ported cow that ever made an A, R 
UO. record in excess of 30 Ibs., the in. 
cident of this importation is chiefly 
concerned in this story because a 
the fact that among the animals jm- 
ported was Uilkje. Although Uilkje 
was exceeded in A. R. O. production 
by her companion, Pietje 22d, she was 
regarded:as the equal if not the su- 
perior of any other cow imported at 
the time.

To the inconvenience and time it 
takes to get fresh lime, slake, mix and 
strain it is due the apparent negli- 
gence of many of our farmers in the 
protection of their flocks and herds. 
Disease, once started in live stock, 
may very quickly wipe out a season’s 
profit and even a lifetime’s work, and 
in this as in any other pursuits of 
life, “eternal vigilance is the price of 
safety.” You must thoroughly and 


‘effectively disinfect your barns, 


stables and hen-houses if you expect 
your stock to stay healthy and pro- 
ductive. Farmers should not soon 
forget how the foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease spread through the country dur- 
ing the spring and summer of 1915. 

Whitewash will not keep disease 
out of your flock or herd, for lime, 
as ordinarily used, is not a germ- 
killer. It just paints white until the 
moisture in it evaporates and then it 
chips, flakes or peels off. No one de- 
nies the advantage of white paint for 
brightness and cleanliness, but that 
doesn’t make the houses germ-proof. 
If you use whitewash don’t forget 
that you must go all over the prem- 
ises again, in every little crack, nook 
and corner and spread a disinfectant. 
If instead of whitewash you use one 
of the powerful disinfecting white 
paints now on the market you can 
save the second operation which in 
these days of high labor cost is well 
worth saving.

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Seed Selection in the Field 


Autumn is the time to prepare for 
a profitable corn crop the following 
season. At corn-ripening time drop 
all other business and select an abun- 
dance of seed corn. The process is 
too important to be conducted inci- 
dentally while husking. When select- 
ing seed corn give the process your 
entire attention. Get the very best 
that is to be had and preserve it well, 
and your increased yields will return 
you more profit than any other work 
you can do on your farm. 


In 13 years’ investigations con- 
ducted upon Scioto River bottom soil 
near Piketon, Ohio, with Woodburn 
White Dent, U. S. Selection 77, the 
yield was raised from an average of 
63 bushels of dry shelled corn from 
1901 to 1907 to an average of 75 bush- 
els from 1907 to 1913. The principal 
influence producing this increase in 
yield was the selection and the care 
of seed corn. 


The only proper way to select seed 
corn is from the stalks standing where 
they grew, as soon as ripe and before 
the first hard freeze. As soon as the 
crop ripens, go through the field with 
seed-picking bags, and husk the ears 
from the stalks that have produced 
the most corn without having any spe- 
cial advantages such as space, moist- 
ure, or fertility. Avoid the large ears 
on stalks standing singly with an un- 
usual amount of space around them. 
Preference should be given the plants 
that have produced most heavily in 
competition with a full stand of less 
productive plants. In all localities 
the inherent tendency of the plant to 
produce heavily of sound, dry shelled 
corn is of most importance. Late-ma- 
turing plants with ears which are 
heavy because of an excessive amount 
of sap should be ignored. Sappiness 
greatly .increases the weight and is 
likely to destroy the quality. In the 
Central and Southern States, all other 
things being equal, short, thick stalks 
are preferable. Short stalks are not 
so easily blown down and _ permit 
thicker planting. Thick stalks are not 
so easily broken down and in general 
are more productive than slender ones. 
The tendency for corn to produce 
suckers is hereditary. Other things 
being equal, seed should be taken from 
stalks that have no suckers. 

The same day seed corn is gathered 
the husked ears should be put in a dry 
place where there is free circulation 
of air and placed in such a manner 
that the ears do not touch each other. 
This is the only safe procedure. Good 
seed is repeatedly ruined because it is 
thought to be already dry enough 
when gathered and that the precaution 
mentioned above is unnecessary. 
Many farmers believe that their au- 
tumns are so dry that such care is 
superfluous. Seed corn in every lo- 
cality gathered at ripening time will 
be benefited by drying as suggested. 
If left in the husk long after ripening 
it may sprout or mildew during warm, 
wet weather or become infested with 
weevils. The vitality of seed is often 
reduced by leaving it in a sack or in 
a pile for even a day after gathering. 
During warm weather, with some 
moisture in the cobs and kernels, the 
ears heat or mildew in a remarkably 
short time. The best possible treat- 





ment immediately after gathering is 
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to string the ears, Ordinarily the 
best place to hang strings of ears jg 
in an open shed or loft. Wire racks 
are more convenient, and in the end 
cheaper, than binder twine. Such 
racks may be made from electrical] 
welded lawn fencing. The cutting a 
the fencing into seed-corn racks is 
done without any waste. 


Only during unusually damp 
weather at seed-gathering time will 
fire be necessary. If heat is employed 
in a poorly ventilated room it will do 
the seed ears more injury than good 
If used, the fire should be slow, long 
continued, and situated below the 
seed ears, with good ventilation above 
them. 


After hanging in the shed or lying 
on the racks for two months, the 
seed ears should be as dry as a bone 
and contain less than 10 per cent of 
moisture. They can remain where 
they dried or be stored in mouse- 
proof barrels, boxes, or crates during 
the winter, but in either case they 
must not be exopsed to a damp at- 
mosphere, or they will absorb mois- 
ture and be injured. Some farmers 
place the thoroughly dried seed ears 
in the center of a wheat bin and fill 
the bin with loose, dry wheat. 


In localities where weevils and 
grain moths injure stored grain, the 
thoroughly dry seed ears should be 
stored in very tight mouse-proof re- 
ceptacles with 1 pound of moth balls 
or napthalene inclosed for each bushel 
of corn. This quantity tightly in- 
closed with the corn will prevent dam- 
age from these insects and will not 
injure the seed. If at any time signs 
of weevils or grain moths show on the 
corn, it should be inclosed with car- 
bon bisulphid in practically air-tight 
rooms, bins, boxes or barrels for 48 
hours. The bisulphid should be 
placed in shallow dishes or pans on 
top of the seed. One-half pint is suf-

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Cooling Milk at The 
Farm 


At this time of the year many farm. 
ers become careless in the Matter of 
cooling the milk. Some farmers see 
to think that as soon as the first pes 
weather comes there is no more need 
of using ice. This is just the time of 
year when they should be notified by 
the dealers to use extra precaution “ 
keep the milk cool and sweet, The 
first cool days in autumn are often fol- 
lowed by warm ones and that is the 
time when a large quantity of sour 
milk comes to the city. 

If the milk is allowed to remain at 
a moderately high temperature, the 
bacteria develop very rapidly. Even 
if kept cool enough to prevent the 
lactic-acid bacteria from developing 
rapidly, other forms of bacteria which 
give the milk a stale taste and odor 
may develop rapidly, as they thrive 
in a slightly lower temperature than 
the lactic-acid forms do. The farmers 
should be instructed to use ice in the 
early spring also, to cool the milk, as 
they often postpone it until late in the 
season, 

As soon as the milk is drawn from 
the cow it should be immediately 
cooled to 50 degrees F. and kept at 
that temperature or below until it is 
delivered to the customer. It is the 
farmer’s duty to keep the milk cool 
until he gets it to the car at the sta- 
tion or until the collector takes it from 
his place. At that time ‘his responsi- 
bility ceases, but if he does his duty 
to the milk as long as it is in his 
hands, much less sour milk will arrive 
in the cities, especially at this time of 
the year. 

On “muggy” or humid days, such 
as generally occur at this time of year, 
it is fully as difficult to keep milk in 
good condition as on the hottest days 
in summer. 

Dealers who pay for their milk on 
the basis of quality or cleanliness 
often pay a premium for milk received 
below a certain temperature. This re- 
imburses the farmer for the extra ex- 
pense involved in cooling the product. 

Some dealers make a practice of 
sending their producers circulars re- 
minding them of the necessity of cool- 
ing the milk and of using ice. This is 
a very good plan, especially at this 
time of year. 





Not Conducting Milk 
Investigation 


The United States Department of 
Agriculture has issued the following 
statement regarding reports to the et- 
fect that it contemplates making spe- 
cial investigations of reported high 
costs of milk, or efforts to raise the 
price of milk, in certain localities: _ 

The United States Department ot 
Agriculture has in hand no plans for 
new special investigations of the milk 
situation in the United States, espe- 
cially of reported high costs of milk, 
or efforts to increase the price of milk, 
in any locality. For some years the 
Department has had under way plans 
for investigating the normal cost of 
milk production in different sections 
of the United States. The Department 
is continuing its regular work in this 
field and contemplates no change i 
the plans formulated several years 
ago.

This scholarship will be awarded a 
the contestant who makes the highest 
score in judging Holstein-Friesian cat- 
tle, and who will use it for taking a 
postgraduate course in dairying after 
completing his undergraduate work 

A total of $2,000 has been awarded 
by this association in past contests 
and this sum has enabled five men to 
take postgraduate courses in dairying 
The disposition of the money js indi. 
cated in the following paragraphs: 

The first Holstein scholarship was 
offered at the 1910 Students’ National 
Contest in Judging Dairy Cattle, and 
was won by T. B. MeNatt of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri. Mr. MeNatt com- 
pleted his undergraduate work in the 
spring of 1911, and then took his post- 
graduate work at Cornell University 
during the school year 1911-12. Since 
completing his work he has been con- 
nected with private dairy enterprises 
near Memphis, Tennessee. 

The 1911 scholarship was won by 
Karl B. Musser of the Kansas State 
Agricultural College. Mr. Musser 
completed his undergraduate work in 
1912, and then took his postgraduate 
course at the University of Missouri 
during the school year 1912-13. He is 
at present employed by the Dairy Di- 
vision, United States Department of 
Agriculture, in co-operation with the 
Storrs Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, Storrs, Connecticut, to do exten- 
sion work in dairying in that State. 

C. L. Burlingham, recently of the 
Dairy Division, Washington, D. C., 
and now connected with Hoard’s 
Dairyman, won the 1912 scholarship. 
Mr. Burlingham completed his under- 
graduate work at the Lowa State Col- 
lege in 1913, and took his postgradu- 
ate course in dairying at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri during the school year 
1913-14. 

L. W. Wing of the University of 
Missouri won the 1913 scholarship. He 
completed his undergraduate work in 
the spring of 1915, and entered Cornell 
University in the fall of the same year. 
Mr. Wing, however, did not complete 
one full school year at Cornell. He 
decided to discontinue his work at the 
end of the first semester in order to 
accept a position as instructor in dairy- 
ing at the University of Missouri. 

The 1914 Scholarship was won by 
C. S. Blackman of the College of Ag- 
riculture of Maine. Mr. Blackman 
completed his undergraduate work 
last spring and has recently entered 
upon his postgraduate work in dairy- 
ing at the Iowa State College of Ag- 
riculture. 


The National Dairy Show was not 
held in 1915, and the management of 
the contest decided to suspend the 
competition for that year. 

As in former years, the 1916 Stu- 
dents’ National Contest in Judging 
Dairy Cattle will be under the super- 
vision of the Dairy Division of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture.
